He was sent to the City Hospital for treat- 
ment, On his arrival he was. placed in one 
of the wards, but at midnight he began 
to rave and Dr. Marks ordered that he 
should be confined in a cell for his own 
protection, as well as of the other patients. 
When searched by the police a check for 
$500, $77.50 in cash, a railroad ticket to Hot 
Springs, a lot of jewelry, including a ring, 
with the inscription From Bettie to Ralph, 
1831,’’ were found on him. 

Spriggs became more composed during the 
night from the effects of the soothing po- 
tions administered and at noon was calm 
and repentant. Dr. Marks is confident that 
he will be able to release the Mayor of 
Chester from the cell by night and from the 
hospital in a day or two.

Dam at Harris Island May Be Broken 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 7.—There is a 
probability of a very disastrous flood at 
this point if the rivers continue to rise for 
any length of time at the present rate. 
There is a stage of 17 feet in the Mononga- 
hela and it is rising at the rate of 18 inches 
per hour. 

A large amount of ice is coming out of 
the Youghiogheny, and at McKeesport the 
steamer Lillie was sunk, causing a loss of 
about $200. The ice is also coming down 
the Allegheny and the coffer-dam at Harris 
Isiand is in danger. The Government is 
buliding a navigation lock at this point, 
and should the coffer-dam bé broken it will 
not only cause. great damage but will also 
retard the work on the lock. 

A twenty-five-foot rise in the Ohio River 
is expected here and rivermen fear that 
t will reach thirty feet. Twenty-five feet 
will flood the mills along the river and 
cause untold damage to property. Thirty 
feet is considered the great danger line. It 
has been raining all night. 

At Morgamtown there was eighteen inches 
of snow when the rain started Saturday 
night and it has rained steadily ever since. 
Several timber rafts have gone down and 
a big boom is reported at Grafton. A 
twenty-eight-foot stage is expected at Mor- 
gantown. 

The ice in the Clarion River broke at 7 
a. m. and began pouring into the Alle- 
gheny. At points between Pittsburg and 
the mouth of the Clarion River ‘the ice in 
the Allegheny is moving, though it is only 
broken in places.

HAS BEEN AN ALLEGED FUGITIVE FROM

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. T. Detectives 
Kerwin and Ferdinand Vance made an im- 
portant arrest here last night.

All of the stories about Japanese sol- 
diers being roasted over slow fires in Port 
Arthur, of the houses of inhabitants being 
filled with Chinese trdops in disguise, of 
the use of explosive bullets, of the discov- 
ery of military uniforms concealed under 
the outer garb of peaceable citizens, of the 
house-to-house fighting in the streets, are 
mere inventions, without a word of truth 
behind them.

I was in the front rank of the fight during 
the battle itself. I saw the Japanese 801 
diers enter the town and begin the butch- 
ery, and I spent the subsequent days in go- 
ing from street to street, from road to road, 
and witnessing the shedding of blood. 

As an eye-witness, I can say that not a 
shot was fired in the town itself when the 


men were killed in their own houses, un- 
armed and defenseless. I saw the mutila- 
tion of the Japanese bodies. Indeed, I saw 
them while the bodies were still warm on 
the fleld; but the number of men mutilated 
was very small, and, with one exception, 
the Chinese killed their men in fair fight. 

The 
Field Marshal had placarded the peninsula 
with promises of protection and mercy, ad-

I mention these few 
instances to indicate the forces which 
a man must face to speak the truth about 
Japan, The massacre at Port Arthur, how- 
ever, was witnessed by too many reliable 
persons to be covered up, and it is the 
opinion of every unbiased witness that 
Japan at the bottom is quite as. barbarous 
as she was 300 years ago, when 14,000 human 
bodies were decapitated in Corea and the 
N 
furnish a basis for the “Ear Tomb” in 
Kioto. Japan is as admirable and as en- 
ticing as ever in all that relates to art or 
the externals of life, but this war has 
discovered the fact that in the essentials of 
civilization she has made very little pro- 
gress. 

The Chinese army in Manchuria is divided 
into three colunms, while the Japanese army 
is divided into two corps, one commanded 
by Field Marshal Oyama, moving on New 
Chawang, having already taken Fuchu, and 
the other commanded by Gen. Nozu and 
moving against Moukden. It is likely that 
in a few days these two armies will join 
forces and move against Moukden together 
unless Gen. Nozu finds the Chinese have 
retired and he can move on Moukden alone. 
But last advices from Nosu indicate that 
the Tartars are gathering in large numbers, 
not only in front of him, but on his flank. 
Gen. Tatchimi, who commands his advance 
-brigade, was driven back by the enemy at 
Motienling, the famous Heaven touching 
pass. Gen. I, the first Chinese commander 
who has shown any initiative courage, 
has made a desperate attempt with an 
army of 18,000 men to recover Fehghwan 
from the Japanese. There have been innum- 
erable skirmishes, which were magnified 
into battles by imaginative correspondents, 
but the campaign in Manchuria has scarcely 
any importance in a military sense. The 
losses are insignificant. 

JAPAN'S REJOICING. 

I went to Tokio to see the national cele- 
bration of the fall of Port Arthur and other 
Japanese victories. It“was a scene of strange 
and never to be forgotten beauty. Vast pro- 
cessions moved through the great city to 
Uyeno Park, where 400,000 people were as- 
sembled. Fantastic masquers danced under 
the shadows of great gnarled and twisted 
pines. Weird sounds of singing filled the 
air, and the long, sweet booming of the 
great bell hidden in a grove. 

Old Japan, with her top-knotted men and 
her child-women, graceful, poetic Japan, 
moved and rustled and glided about in waves 
of color and life, and high above the heads 
of the picturesque host were the mimic 
heads of the Chinese swinging at poles, 
ghastly and gory. The Crown Prince was 
there and the nobles, and as the people 
marched about they sang a new ode written 
by the poet, Fukushi.

Meanwhile a hand of iron is gripping Co- 
rea.

He Also Saw the Barbarous Work at Port 


_Arthur. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.~Thée Japan 
Gazette of Dec. 20, received by ‘steamship, 
arrived to-day from Yokohama. It con- 
tains an elaborate interview with Fred- 
crick Villiers, the well-known’ English war 
artist and companion of Archibald Forbes, 
touching the appalling atrecities~ of the 
Japanese at Port Arthur. Mr. Villiers de- 
nies that any resistance was offered by the 
Chinese in the town or that any of the 
work of killing or mutilation was done by 
intoxicated coolies..

“In justice to Mr. Creelman, whose re- 
ports will return to Japan long before your 
own, I Should like to ask if you saw his

the question to me I must say honestly, 
as it is my duty to be unbiased in these 
matters, that I 4 7 indorse Mr. Creel- 
man’s statements. here has been no 
more conscientious corres dent in this 
war than Mr. Creelman of the New York 
World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch. He 
is a man who never spares himself. Every 
detail and every little skirmish in this cam- 
paign has been food for his masterly 
pen. He was indefatigable, and was never 
satisfied unless he mastered the facts 
of all the incidents. I have néver encoun- 
tered a more energetic correspondent in my 
long experience of newspaper work in war. 
The papers 8 him are as much to 
be „ r in having such a corre- 
spondent as upon their enterprise in send- 
ing out as al reporter. But there were

IN SANE PATIENTS. 


Supt. Mueller Can Rid the Asylum of 
Non-Residents. 


Mayor Walbridge and Comptroller Stur- 
geon were surprised at the telegraphic re- 
port from Jefferson City that the present 
Legislature may cut off the State appropria- 
tion for the St. Louis Insane Asylum. The 
appropriation for the past two years 
amoumed to $0,000 and the city authorities 
will make a strong effort to prevent the 
Legislature from discontinuing the allow- 
ance. According to Jefferson City advices, 
the country legislators are exercised over 
a report that the asylum is packed with 
non-residents of the State. Supt. Mueller 
is said to have informed the junketing 
committee which was here Sunday that 
some fourteen non-residents of the State 
are in his charge, and that ten of them 
could be sent to their homes if he bad the 
necessary transportation.

The Supply Com- 
missioner can furnish the necessary trans- 
portation, and Supt. Mueller should make a 
request for it through Health Commissioner 
Homan.” | 
Comptroller Sturgeon has requested the 
Health Commissioner. to eompile for him a 
complete iet of the State’s charges who are 
now inmates the City Insane Asylum. 
When he gets this report, the Comptroller 
will go before the re and use it in 
hig argument forthe continuance of the 
Insane Asylum appropriation.

The Post- 
Dispatch on Jan. 1 reduced its price to 1 
cent. The padrones refused to sell it at this 
price—but for consideration in com- 
bined to force other papers on the public 
by refusing to sell on any terms but three 
for 5 cents. Men and boys were advertised 
for and given the opportunity to make a 
living by selling newspapers. Through «a 
score of assaults on these men the combine 
and its thugs hoped to drive them out of the 
business of selling in the business center 
of the city.

Bill to Create a Law More Clearly De- 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 7.—No class 
of legislation is more certain to receive at- 
tention from the Thirty-eighth Assembly 
than that relating to practice in criminal 
cases. The same general object will be 
aimed at in a number of bills, and the 
question will be one of the few concerning 

ch there will be little partisan con- 
tention. Generally speaking, such changes 
in the laws of governing criminal practice 
will be aimed at as will insure speedier 
trials as less cost to the State, without 
endangering the rights of accused persons. 
It is claimed by those who advocate the 
amendments that in several circuits of the 
State it is notorious that the present change 
of venue law is more often resorted to to 
delay and defeat justice altogether than 
to obtain a fairer trial than can be had in 
the court where the indictment is found, 
Mere affidavits alleging prejudice of the m- 
habitants, as to the grounds of which | 
even the affiants themselves cannot be ex- 
amined, are sufficient to secure the delays 
and heavy costs to the State of a removal 
of the case to a distant county. 

One such bill has been prepared for the 
Legislature to consider, providing that ap- 
plications for change of venue in criminal 
cases on account of alleged prejudice of the 
inhabitants, shall be by petition in writing, 
verified by affidavit of the defendant, and 
adding: 

Such petition for a change of venue shall set forth 
the facts upon which the applicant founds his be- 
lief, and it shall be sup * by the affidavits of 
at jeast two other credib aR disinterested citizens 
of the county, who shall ‘be subject to examina- 
tion by the court as to the matters contained in 
their affidavits. Reasonable notice of such applica- 
tion must be given to the Circuit Attorney, who 
may deny the allegations of the petition, and sup- 
port the denial by counter affidavits, or the testi. 
mony of witnesses uced before the. court. and 


the court shall thereujon determine whether or not 
the applicant is entitled to a change of yenue. 
Under the existing law the defendant and 
two other persons can make affidavit that 
the inhabitants of the city or county are 
so prejudiced against him that he cannot 
nae a.fair and impartial trial, and on those 
the Court is bound to grant a change of 
venue, without making any inqui as to 
the truth of the allegations of the affidavits. 
The Court has no discretion.

age the Citizens’ Safety Committee from 
proceeding with their plans for the re- 
vision of the registration laws. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Filley is 
eminently qualified to point out the weak 
spots in our registration and election 
laws. He has had them thoroughly 
tested in the course of his career as a 
political boss. His bill, therefore, may 
be of value in shaping the law which is 
to stand on the statute books. 

But while the Filley bill will have right 
of way in the Republican House, its 
source is not calculated to inspire pop- 
ular confidence in its merits nor to at- 
tract enthusiastic support from the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the Senate. The 
Legislature cannot afford to accept, with- 
out careful consideration, an election bill 
drawn up by a notorious political boss 
who is known to spare no means of 
achieving partisan success. There are 

ints in the outline; of the bill made 
public which do not commend them- 
selves to independent judgment. 

The Legislature should have the bene- 
fit, of a non-partisan, careful investiga- 
tibn and of unbiased judgment. The 
measure which it adopts should be com- 
prehensive and sound in every part and 
designed solely to shut off all manner of 
rascality in all parties. 


TWO NEEDED BOARDS. 


Gov. Stone’s recommendations con- 
cerning a Board of Pardons and a Board 
of Immigration call for favorable con- 
sideration from the State Legislature. 

The need of a Board of Pardons, which, 
as the Governor sensibly suggests, may 
also serve as a Board of Penitentiary 
Inspectors, is shown by the statement 
that over 1,000 applications for pardon 
are now pending. If the Governor of the 
State gives even the most superficial 
attention to the applications for execu- 
tive clemency presented to him, he would 


have no time foranything else. He cannot 


give the applications the attention they 
should receive in order to arrive at just 
conclusions. The result is that the par- 
doning power is a source of constant 
worry to the Governor and is necessarily 
exercised in a haphazard manner least 
favorable to justice. 

It is most creditable to Missouri that 
its growth has been so remarkable with- 
out the aid of any special officer or bu- 
reau charged with the duty of promoting 
immigration. But the State’s progress 
might have been far more wonderful with 
an active bureau pushing its interests. 
No opportunity to increase the weaith 
and desirable population of the State 
should be neglected, and a well-organized 
Bureau of Immigration could find a 
broad field of usefulness.
